Egypt. — From August 23 to 29, 32 cases and 29 deaths were reported 
at Alexandria. In the cities of Damietta, Port Said, and Suez, from 
August 22 to 28, 1 case, 3 deaths; 5 cases, 7 deaths, and 3 cases, 1 death 
were reported. Later reports give from August 18 to 24, at Cairo, 3 
cases, 6 deaths ; in the district of Ahou Kerkos, 34 cases, 35 deaths ; 
district of Sohag, 14 cases, 68 deaths ; district of Guergueh, 37 cases, 52 
deaths; district of Tahta, 5 cases, 45 deaths; district of Keneh, 19
